He  was  called  to  the 
Irish  bar  In  1877  and  did  yeoman 
service  und'^r  the  chief  secretary- 
ship of  Arthur  J.  Balfour  during 
that  disturbed  period. 

In  1M3  )v  went  to 'England  to 
eneige  In  prna'p  practice,  and  had 
bulll  up  a  lucrativr  practice  when 
he  was  appointed  Solicitor -General 
for  Ireland.  In  1900  he  was  appoint- 
ed Solicitor-General  for  Great  Brit- 
sln.  serving  tmtil  IMS.  when  he  was 
made  a  Privy  Coimrlllor 

Tlie  CJreat  War  brought  Lord 
Car.sf)n  many  new  opportunities.  In 
lOlS  he  accepted  appointment  as 
Attomey-Oeneral  to  the  new  Cab- 
inet formed  by  Premier  Asquith,  but 
hl.i  resignation  wa-s  written  six 
months  Inter,  after  a  .sfieerh  In  the 
House  of  Commons  wherein  he  de- 
clared the  Asquith  Government  was 
incapable  of  prosecuting  the  ,  war. 
With  the  advent  of  Premier  Lloyd 
Oeorge.  I/ird  Carson  was  made  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  .serving  until 
July,  1917.  when  he  resigned  to  be- 
come a  minister  without  portfolio.

That  Government  more  than  any 
throughout  the  Empire.  foUowlng  years  of  de- 
proaalon,  can  rest  its  case  with  the  voters  with 
greater  assurance  of  success  at  the  polls.  It  has 
placed  Great  Britain  in  the  forefront  of  thoae 
nations  which  have  adopted  safe  and  sane 
methods 'Of  recovery.  No  country  has  recovered 
to  a  greater  extent.  No  Admlntatratioo  In  recent 
hlftory  has  been  more  su(  rr.ssful  in  matting  and 
roping  with  the  Issues  of  the  time.  Oi«at  Britain 
Is  as  highly  respected  today  as  «he  over  waa 
through  iHm  centuries.

'  invariably  an  cl'Ttlon  is  held  a  year,  or  nearly  a 
year,  before  the  term  ol  oEQce  expires.

It  Is  a  logical  sequence  to  the  influence  that 
poUtlcal  thought  in  Alberta  has  exercised  on 
certain  strains  of  economic  theory  In  Western 
Canada.   The  Social  Creditors  will  .^UmbUciA 


Intensify  their  propaganda,  and  they  cannot  com- 
plain that  any  stoppage  to  their  activities  Is  evi- 
dent in  the  newspapers.  On  the  contrary,  those 
newspapers  have  given  the  proponents  of  the 
creed  almost  endless  opportunity  of  airing  their 
opinions.  If  there  Is  merit  in  Social  Credit, 
although  It  never  has  been  tried  anywhere,  that 
meiM,  if  its  exponents  are  adequate  In  expressing 
it,  must  have  Impre.ssed  the  people  of  this  Prov- 
ince, although  candidates  here  running  under  the 
Social  Credit  banner  failed  mtoeraUy  in  the  late 
Federal  election. 

By  the  time  the  next  Provincial  election  is  held 
in  British  Columbia  the  Social  Credit  espviment 
will,  presumably,  be  In  effect  In  Alberta.  Its  work- 
ability will  be  the  indication  of  the  strength  of 
the  party  in  thto  Province.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
before  the  local  party  can  hope  to  win  adherents 
In  any  great  number  It  will  be  necessary  for  Its 
doctrine  to  be  In  practice.  That  to  the  only  hard 
headed  way  for  the  electors  lo  view  ITiIs  new 
political  gospel.  In  the  meantime  there  to  little 
consolation  in  the  fact  that  political  partlea  are 
multiplying  in  the  Provinre  The  gospel  was 
preached  during  the  late  Federal  election  cam- 
paign that  third  parties  disappear  wherever  there 
are  Liberal  Government's  In  power.  That  Is  a 
statement  that  does  not  seem  to  be  working  out 
In  fact  in  thto  Province.  The  truth  to  that  there 
are  rumblings  of  political  dl.scontent,  and  an  at- 
mosphere thus  engendered  always  gives  rise  to 
factional  differences  and  the  enunciation  of  new 
political  and  economic  theories.  Some  of  this 
discontent  may  well  be  traced  to  the  failure,  up 
to  date,  of  the  Conservatives  in  reviving  their 
fortunes  by  the  appointment  of  a  Provincial 
leader  and  the  announcement  of  a  platform  on 
which  they  will  contest  the  next  election.  Con- 
servatism is  still  strong  in  the  Province  That 
Strength  should  be  capitalised  without  any  delay.

LOBD  CARSON 


A  great  lawyer,  an  Indomitable  politician  dur- 
ing his  career  in  Parliament,  and  subsequently  a 
noted  Jurist,  one  of  the  most  striking  figures  in 
British  history  duriiig  the  last  half  a  century,  is 
removed  by  the  death  of  Lore}  Carson.  He  will 
be  remembered  best  for  his  championing  of  the 
cause  of  Ulster  In  the  stormy  days  of  the  fight  for 
Home  Rule  In  Ireland.  Gifted  in  high  nieusure 
with  the  Imagination  and  magnetism  of  the  Celt, 
he  combined  with  these  powers  of  oratory  and 
diptamaey,  the  brain  to  reason  and  the  voice  to 
compel,  bne  appral.ser  of  his  character  said  that 
he  was  a  statesman,  au  actor,  a  patriot  and  a 
l>oet,  as  grim  as  granite  and  m  soft  as  a  wheedling 

worn. in 

When  the  integrity  of  Ulster  as  a  part 'of  the 
British  Rmpire  was  threatened  in  any  way.  Lord 

Carson,  or  Sir  Edward  as  he  then  wa.s,  made  his 
voice  felt  at  once.  In  It  was  the  real  ring  of 
resistance.  The  politician  was  immediately  ob- 
scured nnd  the  p.itrlot  todk  hif.  pl.-icp.  His  enthu- 
slasm  was  always  controlled  by  his  Intellect. 
Wherever  he  spoke  In  the  cause  of  Ulster  he 
dominated  his  hearer.s.  either  froezinu  lii.s  audi- 
ence with  words  or  melting  them  with  phrases. 
It  dM  not  matter  what  was  ttie  eempoaltloa  of 

his  hearer.s.  The  d'-rnr  Rrotrh  he  could  move  to 
tears,  the  hard-iieaded  York&liLremcn  to  frenzy: 
he  could,  for  the  BMment,  bend  any  crowd  to  his 
will.  He  ha(J  the  power  of  In.spiratinn.  The  lawyer 
In  his  logic,  Uie  patri<»i4n-  hlr  enthusiasm:  he 
always  knew  exactly  what  to  say  and  how  to  say 
It.  and  he  had  the  power  of  rnlrulatlng  the  effect 
he  made  as  a  tiger  calculates  its  spring. 

Lord~Oars6n  was  the  political  crusader  of 
modern  times,  and  hi.s  career  wa.<;  tinprd  with 
romance.  He  had  an  aJ^ost  unique  personality, 
tn  UMar  he  never  Iberhis  popularity.  Tliere  he 
was  the  leader  and  the  friend,  the  Ruldlng  genius 
and  the  beloved  comrade.  He  had  many  interests 
ta  life;  he  M4  only  one  eause.  that  of  Ulster.  In 
that  cause  he  brought  to  bear  gifts  unequaled  by 
hU  contemporaries.  It  was  his  obvious  sincerity 
and  life  inaiiBer  of  Ms  expteaaion  that  compelled 
attention.  At  first  when  he  pleaded  the  cause  of 
Ulster  to  Inglish  audiences  they  were  Inclined  to 
tolerate  Him  because  he  waa  an  irlihmaa  with  a 

silver  tongue.  Soon  they  found  that  the  magnet- 
ism Of  the  man,  his  ability  to  atrlke  the  right  note, 
^hafcrmed  cuiiiuallf  BW  gmimasm.  That  was 
Carson  always. 

With  all  his  enthusiasm,  Lord  Carson  was 
handlca|)ped  through  life  by  an  atanoat  vaeon- 

•  fuerable  Inert  ne.<y«.   Trivialities  were  always  a 
trouble  t^  him  He  was  a  procrastlnator  until  he 

-  eookhhe  induced  tb  make  a  start,  aad  then 
would  work  like  a  steam  engine.  There  Is  one 
story  told  of  him  which  reveals  the  nutn  in  hOT 
law  praetle^  Ohe  of  the  most  sought-after

Today  there  are  mu- 
ttons of  cars  made  by  hundreds  oT 
manufacturers  upon  the  roads  of 
the  nations,  and  they  are  an  good 
car.«!.  fool  proof  as  far  as  construc- 
tion Is  concerned,  but  not  proof 
against  the  aetlons  of  fools  at  their 
wheels.

One  of  the  defects  o(  the  old  cars 

was  that  they  lacked  power.  The 
principal  defect  of  the  new  cars  is 
that  they  have  aHogether  too  much 
power,  considering  the  average 
mentality  of  those  who  drive  them. 
The  speed  of  the  erlglnsl-eaFs  was 
lep.TlIv  limited.  A'ithorlty  f-jro.siw' 
the  possible  results  to  human  life  of 
hlgh-po«rered  vehicles  operating 
upon  roadfi  which  were  common  to 
other  vehicles  jsnd  pedestrians. 
Automobile  organisations  lacked 
authoritative  fonsiKlit.  The  power 
waa  there,  why  not  use  It  to  the 
llmltt  So  there  was  an  agitation 
for  repeal  of  speed  limit  laws 
(against  which  we  protested)  and 
rates  of  speed  left  to  the  judgment 
of  the  motor  car  driven.  Today 
there  is  virtually  no  speed  law  ex- 
cept an  inhibition  against  drivUig  to 
the  common  danger.

Only  the  other  day 
we  saw  ft  statement  in  one  of  the 
newspapers  of  tlie  United  Stales 
that  while  not  a  single  passenger  on 
the  railways  of  the  country  had  suf- 
fered death,  about  thirty-five  thou- 
sand people  had  been  killed  .^nd 
thousands  injured  upon  the  public 
highways.  The  death  rate  upon 
the  British  and  Canadian  hlRhways 
is  about  on  the  same  relative  scal^. 
The  emotional  paelAsts  are  silent 
about  that  a-spipct  of  a  condition 
which  is  vastly  more  deadly  than 
war,  because  wars  are  usually  of 
short  duration.  w!;l/e  tlie  mortality 
upon  the  streets  and  roads  Is  con- 
tmuous.  The  modem  Juggernaut 
actually  Ifi  killing  as  many  people 
annuaUy  In  the  United  States  as 
the  Amerlean  armies  lost  while  that 
country  was  fsklBg  part  in  the 
Great  War.
